THE FEDERAL RESERVE 

Mr. Roosevelt's tribute to the 
founders of the Federal Reserve, 
at Wednesday's dedication of the 
system's new Washington head- 
quarters, properly described a 
momentous episode in our legis- 
lative history. The "statesmanship 
of President Wilson," through 
whose personal pressure the Re- 
serve Act was placed and kept at 
•he head of the Congressional 
calendar during 1913, the "coura- 
geous leadership in the Congress, 
for which the senior Senator from 
Virginia, Carter Glass, will always 
deserve the nation's gratitude," 
were rightly caUed to memory. 
Without the unremitting judg- 
ment and energy with which 
those two public men collaborated, 
the Reserve BUI might easily have 
been enacted only after insertion 
to it, by way of compromise with 
economic faddists at the Capitol, 
of unworkable or dangerous 
amendments-lf, indeed, it could 
have been passed at all. 

On the floor Mr. Glass, then 
head of the House Banking Com- 
mittee, conducted a most spirited 
campaign. Thoroughly master of 
his subject and a forceful debater, 
he beat down effectually the ef-

"To Have and Have Not" is 
Emest Hemingway's first novel 
since "A Farewell to Arms," winch 
was published long enough ago to 
cause critics to look forward with 
professional eagerness to a later 
book. The critics were sure that the 
new book would prove (1) that 
Hemingway had burned himself 
out, written an he had to say, be- 
come a has-been in contemporary 
literature; or (2) that there was an- 
other, a. deeper, more significant 
Hemingway who would begin a 
new and vital career with a new 
and vital novel. Alas for the ex- 
pectant critics, "To Have and Have 
Not" proves neither. 

The hero of this book is Harry 
Morgan, who is clearly a good 
man in the old style Hemingway. 
He has plenty of guts, a heavy* en- 
dowment of vitality, a great love 
of sport and sea, and a truculent 
individualism that makes him a 
lone worker, and a man who al- 
ways takes care of himself and 
his family. He makes his living 
with a boat which he hires out to 
rich people who come to Key West 
for deep-sea fishing. But when the 
depression causes boat-chartering 
to go slack, Harry Morgan boot- 
legs, smuggles Chinamen into the 
United States from Cuba, and if 
necessary or more convenient, 
commits murder. He Is fiercely 
loyal to his wife, whose attach, 
ment for him is almost savage in 
her admiration of his magnificent 
masculinity. 

We are asked to believe that 
Harry Morgan Is a good man, a 
man close to the reality of things. 
This is not a simple matter, but 
with certain reservations, we can 
accept Hemingway's evaluation of 
Morgan. He knows his job, and he 
is a good man in a fight; and his 
wife never thinks of another man. 

This Is theme number one in 
Hemingway's novel: Harry Morgan 
Is a "have not"; he is a poor man 
who makes his way with his own 
strength. The rich people who 



its death wound, the in- 
cident of the smuggled Chinamen, 
the fight in the bar— these sire 
among the best passages that 
Hemingway has written. And yon 
win note that they deal with ac- 
tion and with violence and with 
violent death. This is old Heming- 
way—old, but not yet burnt out.

The 
new novel looks forward as wen 
as backward In Hemingway's car- 
eer. But as social criticism, and as 
a novel, "To Have and Have Not" 
cannot stand beside either "A 
FareweU to Arms" or "The Sun 
Also Rises." *

When to all these 
are add the vast number whose 
hearing to varying degrees to af- 
fected, the problem which this 
condition presents becomes quite 
apparent," state Dr. I. c Rlggin, 
State HeaRh Commissioner. 

"One of the most «« g»Mf kant 
trends in the schools to the 
Increased interest to the physical 
condition of the children. From 
a former almost exclusive concern 
in the detection of 
diseases among the school 
tion. the state of physical health 
of the individual pupa in more 
recent years has been submitted to 
a genera] scrutiny. Quite logically, 
educators and school physicians 
recognise the value of a healthy 
body and a healthy mind to the 
pupil not alone from the pupa's 
standpoint but on the basis of 
sound econo mi cs as well. Repeat, 
ers who are such solely because of 
removable handicaps are unne- 
cessary financial burdens to the 
state. And hi this connection, in- 
vestigations prove conclusively 
that deficient eyesight and hear, 
mg are responsible for much of 
the retardation that causes this 
avoidable repeating. 

"Through research, conducted 
largely by national organizations, 
it has been determined that a con- 
siderable proportion of the child- 
ren suffering from hearing impair- 
ment can have it removed provided 
the difficulty to detected sufficient- 
ly early. Which indicates that this 
problem, at least in part, is a 
health problem. 

"When defective hearing follows 
normal hearing, there to a strong 
probability that an unhealthy con- 
dition was responsible. For ex- 
ample, poisons in the blood stream, 
as a result of certain disease, have 
a peculiar affection for the Inner 
ear. Adenoids, bad tonsils and in- 
fected teeth also sometime route 
the Infection to this delicate mem- 
brane. 

"While school tests for hearing 
are extremely valuable from both 
a discovery and correctional bas- 
is, the primary obligation is with 
the parent. Indeed. In most cases, 
the average father and mother do 
not require more than ordinary 
observation to suspect that a child 
may be defective In this respect. 
And when this suspicion to arous- 
ed, medical advice should be ob- 
tained at once. 

"If the above rule were followed, 
it can be said truthfully that many 
thousands of youngsters would be 
spared the mental and social suf- 
fering that inevitably accompany 
those to whom the sense of 
tog to definitely lacking or notice- 
ably impaired."

The largest public works pro- 
gram in the history of the world 
is rapidly nearing completion as 
the Public Works Administration 
State offices closed this week. The 
work is being transferred to seven 
regional offices strategically lo- 
cated throughout the nation. Vir- 
ginia projects will be handled 
from Atlanta, Georgia. 

Since its establishment in June, 
1933, the Public Works Adminis- 
tration brought about in Virginia 
the expenditure of $102,560,241 for 
construction work. This provided 
over 52,000,000 man-hours of work 
for Virginia unemployed and two 
and one half times this amount to 
workers throughout the country.

The construction of Naval ves- 
sels was an outstanding feature 
of the Federal PWA Program in 
Virginia. The aircraft carriers

Many New Schools 
Throughout Virginia, new 
schools, water plants, sewer sys- 
tems, hospitals, libraries, college 
buildings, bridges, electric power 
plants, docks, streets and other 
types of public works stand as en- 
during monuments to the Federal- 
local partnerships formed by the 
Public Works Administration in 
the Nation's effort to restore pros- 
perity. 

In four and one-half years $31.- 
356,157 was spent in the construc- 
tion of permanent and useful com- 
munity projects. Virginia cities, 
towns, and counties put up hard 
cash for more than 66 per cent 
of the cost of these projects 
PWA's contribution averaged on- 
ly 34 per cent. However, this was 
sufficient to foster the construc- 
tion of nearly 200 schools, doz- 
ens of water and sewer systems, 
several hospitals and college build- 
ings, highways, streets and simi- 
lar projects; thus creating nearly 
11,000,000 man-hours of work at 
the site of construction and 27.- 
500,000 man-hours of work in the 
mines, forests, factories, mills, and 
railroads used in fabricating, 
manufacturing, and shipping the 
materials and equipment used in 
Virginia projects. Altogether, the 
Federal and non-Federal PWA 
programs in Virginia have been 
the means of providing 182,000,000 
man-hours of work, thus ranking 
sixth out of the 48 states in this 
respect.

Youthful Virginian Assisted 
By Many Stele And Coun- 
ty Agencies, Mitchell Says. 

"Award last week to a youth, 
ful Virginia farmer, Robert Lee 
Bristow. of the title,, "Star Farm- 
er of America," brought out the 
importance in modern agriculture 
of up-to-date information and a 
carefully planned farming pro. 
gram coupled with convenient 
credit and relief from excessive 
debt burdens," said George S. 
Mitchell, Regional Director of 
Farm Security Administration, U. 
S. Department of Agriculture, of 
Raleigh, this week. 

A few of the agencies touching 
young Bristow's life were listed by 
Mitchell. A school education was 
furnished Bristow by the county 
state. His high school educa- 
tion included four years of voca- 
tional agriculture which was pro- 
vided by the state and federal 
government. Technical informa- 
tion was available for this ambi- 
tious youth from agricultural ex- 
periment stations and from the 
county farm agent of the Exten- 
sion Service and debt adjustment, 
practical farming advice and cred- 
it was furnished by farm debt ad- 
justment committees and County 
Rehabilitation Supervisors of the 
Farm Security Administration. In 
addition, Bristow has had the ad- 
vantages derived from several 
xs active membership' in the 
Future Farmers of America or. 
ganizatkm.

Young Bristow was assisted two 
years ago through \the farm debt 
adjustment service of the Farm 
Security Administration to secure 
an extension of his mortgage and 
thus save the^ heavily mortgaged 
farm lefjtffihls father from fore, 
closurerand during the past year 
Bristow has been farming under 
the supervised loan program of the 
Farm Security Administration. 

Bristow received a rehabilitation 
loan of $500. "He is one of many 
thousands of worthy farmers 
whom the Farm Security Admin, 
istratlon is assisting through debt 
adjustment and suitable financial 
aid to get a new foothold through 
their own efforts and by following 
improved farm practice," the re- 
ional director said. 

When young Bristow's father 
died two years ago the 203 acre 
farm was about to be sold for debt. 
It was considered to be worth 
about $3500 which was little more 
than the amount of the debt. Ro- 
bert's brothers and sisters were 
not enthusiastic about carrying on 
the farm. Robert was, but being 
below the legal age he couldn't 
assume the financial obligations 
for tne farm. It was at this stage 
that (through effective cooperation 
ofstate and federal agencies fore. 

loWre was avoided and the farm 
fed. 

Successful Farmer 

As a boy in his teens, Bristow 
had already had considerable sue 
cess in raising chickens. When his 
father died he took over the entire 
farm and has pulled it out of the 
hole so successfully that a few 
days ago at the annual conven- 
tion of the Future Farmers of 
America in Kansas City he won 
first place among all young Fu- 
ture Farmers of America, having 
been selecteds as the outstanding 
farm boy among the 143,000 U. S. 
mbers of the Future Farmers of 
America organisation. 

During the course of his inter- 
view, Regional Director Mitchell 
called attention to a pertinent 
statement made by Governor 
Clyde R. Hoey In an address last 
week at High Point in honor of 
the visit of Secretary Wallace to 
inspect soil conservation work in 
Piedmont North Carolina. Gov- 
ernor Hoey, he said, spoke warm- 
ly of the advantages which lay 
before southern farmers, reviewed 
the services offered to farmers by 
state and federal agencies, and 
said that the strong individual ef- 
fort which has always been a part 
of farm Ufe, coupled with the or. 
canised benefits of the agricul- 
tural programs will insure rapid 
progress. "Bristow's gains were re- 
markable but not beyond the pow- 
er of members of many farm fami- 
nes scattered throughout the 
country," Mitchell said.

Cause Greatest Annual Death Toll 




*F YOU live oa a heavy traffic cor- 
ner in a great city^Jt may be hard 
,r you to believe that the bedroom 
in which you lie vainly trying to 
sleep while automobiles hoot and 
crash on the corner. Is lesefafe than 
the busy traffic lane. 

If you live on a farm you consider 
your cool tern a safer place than the 
machine room of the city factory 
where lathes and belts whirr all day 
long. 

But In both Instances you are 
wrong. Public attention, concen- 
trated on automobile deaths and In- 
juries, Is being directed by the 
American Red Cross to the fact that 
accidental deaths in the home claim 
a greater .annual toll. Automobile 
fatalities last year for the nation 
numbered 37,800; while people 
hilled fty accidents In their homes 
totalled 38,600. Safety drlvea la in- 
dustries and utilities have reduced 
accidents until the deaths last year 
were 2.300 while on the farm, where 
safety Is only now being taught by 
the Red Cross, annual death toll was 
4,600.

FARM SECURITY 
PLANS APPROVED 

New Procedure For Broaden- 
ing Program Studied At Re- 
gional Meeting. 

H. H. Gordon, State director of 
the Farm Security Administration, 
returned to his office in Richmond 
Sunday after attending a two- 
day conference of Regional offi- 
cials of that agency in the office 
of Regional Director George S. 
Mitchell, Raleigh, N. C. 

New procedure for broadening 
and coordinating certain phases of 
the Farm Security Administration 
program were studied at this 
meeting attended by State Direc- 
tors and Cooperative Specialists 
from the fire states of Region IV 
and by Regional officials and re- 
presentatives of the FSA in Wash- 
ington. Mr. Gordon stated that 
similar conferences are held at 
some point in the region periodi- 
cally and that the purpose of*this 
particular conference was to study 
community service loan procedure 
and to see that the work of pro- 
viding group loans to farmers is 
more thoroughly coordinated with 
(rural rehabilitation loans made 
to individuals through County 
Supervisors. 

For the past two years the Rural 
Rehabilitation Division of the FSA 
has provided these group loans, or 
Community Service loans, to en- 
able farmers to purchase equip, 
ment or provide services they are 
not able to purchase as Individ, 
uals. Farm loans are made to 
smaU groups of farmers for the 
purchase of such Items as pure 
bred sires, harvesters and other 
equipment. While not retricted to 
Rehabilitation families, these grou 
Rehabilitation families these 
group loans are provided primar- 
ily for them and can be made to 
play an important part In helping 
these low income families to get 
a new foothold, Gordon said. It 
was felt that representatives from 
the several states could profit 
from ' the experience of one an- 
other, he stated.

Those were the days when the 
tavern was famous for its broiled 
steaks and tankards of ale, while 
sturdy patriots gathered in Its up- 
per rooms to smoke kmg church- 
warden pipes and discuss the ris- 
ing tide of sentiment against the 
mother country which eventually 
rolled into the overwhelming flood 
of the Revolution. 

Mine host the landlord, Robert 
Mullen, dispensed cheer to his 
guests and probably voiced some 
outspoken opinions at these ral- 
lies, for he was soon a captain in 
the new Corps of Marines. Samuel 
Nicholas, a Quaker gentleman of 
dash and spirit, was the first lead- 
er. 

The Delaware waterfront was 
thronged with seafaring men, sail- 
ing vessels on the river pointed 
their Jibbooms str:|!ght at tbe 
tavern, while occasionally a stage- 
coach clattered over the cobbles to 
drop patrons at its doors. 

It was an ideal spot to enlist 
men "able to serve to advantage 
by sea when required," as this was 
one of the stipulations made by 
the Continental Congress when it 
authorised a Corps of Marines oh 
the day they observe as their birth- 
day. 

Success crowned the efforts of 
these Continental Marines, for on 
their very first expedition to the 
West Indies early in 1776, they 
captured ammunition and supplies 
from the British, sorely needed by 
Oeorge Washington and the li- 
berty-loving colonists. 

What a picture were these pio- 
neers of the Corps In their green 
coats, faced with red. their white 
waistcoats, black gaiters, white 
breeches, edged with green, wool- 
en stockings and round hat with 
white binding. All of them wore 
their hair powdered, clubbed or 
cued. What a valiant record they 
made in battles afloat or ashore 
in the Revolution! 

With the struggle for indepen- 
dence only a memory, the Corps 
was permanently organised in 
1798 to follow In succeeding years 
the Illustrious example set by their 
forebears. 

Stirring chapters of their log- 
book reveal that they were aboard 
Old Ironsides in her days of glory, 
helped to sweep piracy from tbe 
seas at home or abroad, mounted 
Old Glory for the first tune on the 
battlements of an Old World

A census of all unemployed and 
partly unemployed workers in the 
United States will be taken next 
week under the supervision of the 
Postoffice Department, according to 
information supplied by Postmaster 
W. P. Ashbum. All persons at 
work on emergency work projects, 
whether sponsored by the Federal 
or State governments, also are in- 
eluded in the census. 

According to Mr. Ashburn, the 
number of the unemployed will be 
determined from information se- 
cured by a voluntary individual 
registration. A card to be filled in 
and retained to the local postofTices 
will be delivered to every county 
and town dwelling by the carriers 
on Tuesday. These cards, properly 
filled omV will then be forwarded 
by the postoffice to the Unemploy 
ment Ctnsus headquarters in 
Washington. Completed cards must 
be mailed before next Saturday 
midnight, and no postage is needed. 

Federal Bureaus Cooperate 
The form of the registration card 
to be used in this census was de- 
termined by a statutory committee 
composed of Cabinet members and 
of the Federal agencies most 

con ce rne d isVHh^fte prob- 
lems of unemployment. In order to 
secure a maximum of efficiency at 
a minimum cost, the existing facili- 
ties of the Federal Government will 
be utilised wherever possible. The 
Postoffice Department will dis- 
tribute the cards and the tabula- 
tions will be made by the Bureau 
of the Census of the Department of 
Commerce. John D. Biggers has 
been named administrator of the 
count of the unemployed. 

The card to be used in the cen- 
sus lists 14 questions about each 
ividual who registers. Each 
question is fundamental for an un- 
derstanding of the problems of un- 
employment, according to the spon- 
sors. In a message to the worke.-s, 
President Roosevelt asserted that 
"it is important to the unemployed 
and to everyone in this land that 
the census be complete, honest and 
accurate."

Less Acreage Devoted to Crop 
Than Five Years Ago, Fed- 
eral Census Reveals 

"""Table supplies of green string 
beahs come from widely scattered 
localities, William L. Austin, Di- 
rector of the Census of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, reported yes- 
terday in a release showing the 
fifty leading commercial counties in 
the United States. Director Austin 
points out that the market produc- 
tion of this crop is particularly 
favored in areas first free of kill- 
ing frost, so that the heaviest as 
well as the earliest supplies come 
from coastal areas and that the 
market movement comes succes- 
sively with an advancing season 
from more southerly areas to more 
northerly sections. 

County in 45th Place 

In 1934, the year with which the 
present census is concerned, Prin- 
cess Anne county was ranged 45th 
in the nation, with a total of 1,080 
acres devoted to the cultivation of 
string beans. Whereas in that year 
the local community ranged below

a decision, for the defendants. An 
appeal from this decision was noted 
-by Forrest. 

As a private in the One Hundred 
and Eleventh Field Artillery of the 
Virginia National Guard, he con- 
tended that he was acting under

Leading Producers 

Broward County, Florida, with 
26,394 acres in 1934, was the out- 
standing producer, followed by 
Palm Beach County which adjoins 
it, with 18,776 acres. The combined 
acreage of these two counties rep- 
resents more than one-seventh of 
the entire commercial area in the 
United States. Cameron County, 
Texas, was a poor third, with 4,988 
acres.

Authorization of a special 
tion to determine the voters' i 
on the proposal to alter the charac- 
ter of the bond issue needed to in- 
sure construction of the new sew- 
age disposal plant wsa granted this 
week by Judge B. D. White at the 
Circuit Court, acting upon a peti- 
tion presented on behalf of the Vir- 
ginia Beoch-^own Council by Wff- 
lard Ashbum, Town Attorney, lfc- 
cemberyo was set as the date ef 
the special election. 

The new issue of bonds, totaling 
192,400, was necessitated by the 
inability of the Town to sell the 
issue approved by the voters met 
year in ■ similar amount. Reasons 
for the Isck of buyers were attrib- 
uted to the fact that the previous 
issue bore only four per cent in- 
terest and was payable only out of 
the sewage tax. 

Higher Interest Rate 

Under the proposal now up for 
approval, the new issue will carry 
an interest rate of four and one- 
half per cent and will be general 
obligation of the Town, payable 
from the general fund. No other 
changes are contemplated and, with. 
the exception of the slightly higher 
interest rate, the new proposal is, 
for all practical purposes, identical 
with that approved last December. 

Sale of the bonds, in the evens 
of a favorable decision by the 
voters, probably will be effected at 
a special meeting of the Council on 
or about December 15. One hid on 
the revised issue already has been 
received, it was learned this week, 
but will not be considered until 
other brokers have had an oppor- 
tunity to enter their own proposals. 

Federal Funds Ready 

Approval of this issue, according 
to Mayor Roy Smith, is the esly 
factor now delaying the beginning 
of construction of the new disposal 
plant The balance of the total rest 
of $168,000, some $76,600, will fee 
borne by the Public Works Admin- 
istration under the terms of an 
executive order issued by President 
Roosevelt several, months ago. This 
money already has been earmarked 
for the local project and becomes 
available immediately upon pre- 
sentation of the proof that the 
Town is ready and able to bear its 
share of the construction costs. 

Local sentiment, as such was ex- 
pressed this week, is overwhelm- 
ingly''' in favor of the revised bond 
issue, and no serious opposition to 
the proposal is expected to be made 
on the date of the election. Need 
for the sewage disposal plant has 
been evident for several v*ars, and 
the assistance proffered by the 
PWA makes its construction xt this 
time highly desirable. The bonds 
taking care of the Town's portion 
of the cost will be financed over a 
thirty-year period, and It is be- 
lieved that the revenue n urates; 
from the additional sewage tax wfll 
adequately take care of the in t e rest 
and principal payments as 
come due.

THE JAIL PROBLEM 



Although we have made no com- 
ment thus far, we cannot pass the 
new police and fire headquarters of 
the Town of Virginia Beach with- 
out questioning the wisdom of such 
a structure minus modern jail fa- 
cilities, so badly needed and, prob- 
ably, soon to be made compulsory 
by the State Legislature. We 
should have been pleased to have 
municipal offices included in the 
new structure — a project denied by 
an admitted lack of Junds— but to 
overlook the inclusion of jail fa- 
cilities strikes us as an omission 
not easily reconciled with the pub- 
lic good. 

The firetrap and thoroughly de- 
lapidated quarters which now house 
the Town's prisoners and its munic- 
ipal employees, aside from being a 
poor advertisement for the Beach, 
strike us as definitely incongruous 
with modern governmental pro- 
cedure and practice. Too, so long 
as the building is tenanted, it sug- 
gests the possibilities of damage 
suits against the Town in the event 
of fire, a probability when viewed 
in the light of reason. It would 




have been a worthwhile investment, 
from each conceivable point of 
view, to have included in the new 
building plans adequate facilities 
for the housing of prisoners. 

Because of the loss of life from 
fires reported from several sections 
of the state during the past year, 
it is expected that the legislators 
will consider early in the new ses- 
sion a proposal to make compul- 
sory the erecting*of fireproof jails 
I in all counties, cities and towns in 
Who are the unemployed, and tne Old Dominion. Thus, although 






what is their number? How many 
are employed on part-time jobs, 
and how great is the relief load 
now being carried by Federal and 
State agencies? 

These are but a few of the ques- 
tions expected to be answered by 
the national unemployment census 
that will be taken next week under 
the supeffcision of the Postoffice 
Department. For the first time in 
history, a voluntary census has 
been planned, and, if the proper 
cooperation is forthcoming, a com- 
plete, tabulated report of the job- 
less will be available to govern- 
ment and business shortly after 
the opening of *he new year. - 

Defining those who should regis- 
ter as (a) persons who have work- 
ed for pay, who are able to work 
and still want to work; (b) persons 
who formerly had their own busi- 
ness and no longer work at it, who 
are able to work and want work, 
.and (c) persons now looking for 
their first Jobs, either on or full or 
part time, the officials in charge of 
the census are making every effort 
to bring about the registration of 
these groups in order that a bona 
fide picture may be secured qf the 
existing economic setup. At the 
same time, it is pointed out, per- 
sons now gainfully employed, how- 
ever dissatisfied they may be with 
their jobs, should not register, for 
this is strictly an accounting of the 
nation's jobless. Others not eligi- 
ble are those unable to work be- 
cause of chronic illness, children 
excluded from work by child labor 
laws and persons who have retired 
or who do not want to work. 

President Roosevelt, in announc- 
ing the census and its aims to the 
nation's workers, said: "If you give 
me the facts, I shall try to use 
them for the benefit of all who 
need and want work and do not 
now have it." But registration en 
the unemployment report card must 
not be construed as in any sense 
registration for a job. Individual 
jobs will not be provided in this 
way. The Congress directed that 
the census be taken to provide in 



the Town Fathers have denied the 
need for such quarters in their 
present building plans, they have 
done no more than put off for sev- 
eral months further consideration 
of a problem that, under the pres- 
sure of State law, must be solved. 
It is too late, we expect, to do 
anything about the building now 
nearing completion in this regard, 
but it most certainly is not too 
early to determine the means to be 
used for the construction of a new 
jail.

In 1845 the potato crop of Ire- 
land was attacked by a" blight 
which destroyed nearly the entire 
foorf supply of the* whole popula- 
tion. The loss would have been bad 
enough under any circumstances, 
but Ireland was in, trouble without 
the famine. Most W the agricul- 
tural lands were owned by English- 
men who lived outside the island 
and left the administration of their 
property to ageVits Whose sole in- 
terest lay in ejecting the rents, 
regardless ot^the ability of the 
tenantsja*t{ay. So, in spite of the 
Irty and sufferings of a people 
who were starving, the agents, 
backed by the law, seized every 
salable possession of the tenants, 
or turned them out upon the roads 
to find livings as best they might. 
Inhuman and cruel as these 
measures were, the peasants them- 
selves contributed in some degree 
to their own difficulties. Partly be- 
cause of the oppressions of the 
past, but also partly because of 
their own conservatism, they had 
refused to make experiments to- 
ward improving their own condi- 
tions if those experiments had 
meant the violation of established 
customs. With the desperation of 
a submerged group, they continued 
to cling to what they had and un- 
derstood. 6o, when the great blight 
came, it fell upon a people who 
were as unprepared for such an 
emergency as can be imagined. As 
a consequence thousands died, and 
more thousands migrated to the 
United States. When the famine 
was over the population of the un- 
happy country had shrunk by near- 
ly half, and the fires of hatred and 
misunderstanding between the Irish 
and their English masters had 
been fed to such an extent that one 
may say that everything that has 
transpired in the relations between 
the two peoples since that time 
may be traced to the blight upon 
the potato crop in 1845. 

This is the background of the re- 
markably fine novel, "Famine", by I 
Liane O'FIaherty. 

Mr. O'FIaherty is an Irishman, 
and as a patriotic spokesman for 
his people he does not hesitate to 
lay the bjranfc for'the sufferings 
of the Irish where he thinks they 
belong. But he is too gifted and 
too honest a novelist to be a spe- 
cial pleader. He knows and demon- 
strates that not all of the English 
were monsters nor all of the Irish 
saints. The fundamental situation 
was of British making, yet many 
of the Irish were brutalized by 
poverty* and ignorance until they 
reacted like animals. Some of them, 
with eyes open, snarled and bit at 
those Englishmen who tried to help 
them. On the other hand, the Eng- 
lish were appalled when they came 
to see the wretchedness and filth 
in which the peasants lived. Un- 
able to see how much of the re- 
sponsibility for this degradation 
lay upon their own shoulders, many 
Britons turned away in disgust 
from what they thought were a 
race of vicious and uncivilized sav- 
ages. As Mr. O'FIaherty tells the 
story it is easy for the detached 
reader to see the situation in some- 
thing like its true perspective. .Al- 
together, it is one of the most ter- 
rible and heart - rending stories 
modem civilisation has to offer. 
Only a great but very simple 
writer can tell such a story accu- 
rately. 

I have spoken of Mr. O'Flaherty's 
simplicity: I want to emphasize 
that statement. "Famine" is a mar- 
velously simple story. There are a 
great many characters involved, 
and there is a great deal of action. 
But the reader is never confused, 
either about persons or the se- 
quence of events. There are no 
tricks involved in the writing. If 
Mr. O'FIaherty belongs to any 
"school" of writers, it is to the 
school which has something to say, 
says it, and stops. 

All these things make "Famine" 
a terrible book in the sense that 
"King Lear" is a terrible play. But, 
like writings which present the 
really terrible in such a way a? to 
rob it of none of its horror, and 
yet manage to get down to the 
roots of things. "Famine" leaver 
one with a sense of the persistence 
of something noble in humanity, 
however far it may be driven by- 
suffering. "Famine" is marked 
throughout by that elusive quality 
for which we can find no other term 
except "human". 

For these among many reasons, 
this reviewer feels that "Famine" 
belongs among the few books one 
should read. 



The iirst is "They Seek a Country" 
by Trancis Brett Young, an Eng- 
lishman with twenty-four novels to 
his credit. In. his new book, two 
victims of early 19th century Eng- 
lish labor and land conditions, es- 
caping from a convict ship off the 
Cape, are precipitated into a Dutch 
household, and into subsequent 
events which are exciting enough 
with wild animals, Kaffir raids, and 
human jealousy to keep the read- 
er's interest to the last page. 

But as interesting as "They Seek 
a Country" is, it cannot compare 
for richness with "The Turning 
Wheels" by Stuart Cloete. Cloete 
(pronounced Clewty, by the way) 
is an Afrikander, a solder, and now, 
in spite of a persistent use of trun- 
cated sentences, a superb novelist. 
Anna de Jong, old, fat, and excep- 
tionally gifted for living; Sannie 
van Reenan and Swart Piete; Hen- 
drick van der Berg, driven to mur- 
der ahd concubinage because he 
fancies himself the Abraham of a 
second chosen people; Rinkels, the 
absurd witch-doctor, will long be 
remembered among the heartiest 
characters in literature. The story 
ends in a tragedy, one of perhaps 
many which occurred when the 
Kaffirs descended, and later "bent 
to wipe their spears on the tus- ! 
socky grass" before drawing off] 
for rest. This book is alive— tre- 
mendously and vitally so. 
• -If not available locally, these 
books may be borrowed from the 
Extension Division, University, Vir- 
ginia. 

As Others See It 
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SUGGESTION ABOUT JAILS 

Although the gubernatorial toga 
will soon slip from, the shoulders 
of George C. Peery_ to those of 
James H. Price, the Governor's 
statement at the annual Virginia 
Trial Justices Convention with ref- 
erence to this State's adoption of a 
thorough parole system may be 
taken to clearly foreshadow action 
in that direction at the next Gen- 
eral Assembly. The important thing 
about the parole statement to us 
was that it was made.in connection 
with a discussion of overcrowding 
in State institutions of confinement 
and the alarming number and in- 
crease of jail commitals in Vir- 
ginia. We are for parole where pa- 
role powers are exercised with dis- 
crimination and only when the be- 
haviour, mental attitude and gen- 
eral character of a prisoner war- 
rants that step. But we are unal- 
terably against wholesale parole 
initiated simply as a means of re- 
ducing overcrowding and evading 
the clear necessity for the construc- 
tion of more and better jail facili- 
ties. 

The people of Virginia should 
not be forced to choose between 
over-crowded penal institutions and 
the release upon society of persons 
who should be confined for the pro- 
tection of society. Especially is it 
necessary that prisoners having 
any symptoms of being mentally 
irresponsible be sent to mental hos- 
pitals, if not originally then from 
penal institutions and released only 
after clear evidence that the indi- 
vidual is capable of making the ad- 
justments necessary to sane and 
non-criminal living. 

In every lament over the amaz- 
ing number of jail commitals in 
this State we are reminded of one 
great reason for that condition, 
after other factors leading to the 
offenses committed are taken into 
account. This is the fact that so 
many persons find themselves in 
jail through inability to pay a given 
fine when confronted with the al- 
ternative of payment or a jail sen- 
tence. Given two persons or dis- 
similar financial means under pres- 
ent law who have committed the 
same offense, the better to-do pays 
the fine and Is freed, the other hav- 
ing to take the jail term. If the 
person unable to pay his fine on 



the spot were allowed to do so in 
installments he could satisfy the 
demands of justice, which in this 
sense are purely pecuniary and at 
the same time lessen tfie crowding 
problem. Also the StatVwould be 
tenance in prison and at the same 
time collect the fine, while under 
the other procedure it would both 
lose the fine and be forced to pay 
his board and keep. 

The idea is not original with us, 
but we wish to assist in its dissem- 
ination as a procedure that would 
not only enforce justice with more 
equity as regards the rich and the 
poor, but would also go far towards 
clearing up a bad situation. In the 
absence of any indication that the 
State will embark upon .a new jail 
construction program (orte of the 
suggestions to be made in the Page 
report) and with fear that-an in- 
discriminate parole system might 
reap bitter fruit we heartily en- 
dorse the installment system of 
paying fines, which is already on 
very limited use. In spite of the 
added bookkeeping it will necessi- 
tate, we believe it would prove a 
simple but eminently practical 
method of coping with the prob- 
lem.— Tidewater News. 



CROPS— TAXES— BUDGET 

With the announcement last 
week by President Roosevelt that 
the present fiscal year would end 
with a deficit of something like 
$900,000,000 was coupled the state- 
ment that no new tax levies were 
visible on the horizon. A little lat- 
er he expressed himself as unde- 
cided on the question of new taxes 
but on Monday of this week opin- 
ed that new tax revenues must be 
obtained to counter-balance pro. 
posed increases in expenditures to 
finance the new farm program. 
The first reaction Is to wonder if 
the President, who called the spe- 
cial Congressional session mainly 
to consider crop control legislation, 
had not previously considered the 
possibility of added revenue re- 
quirements In connection with 
that farm program. Another con- 
jecture would be to hazard that 
perhaps a control plan predicated 
upon payment of subsidies from 
other tax revenue then processing 
taxes were under consideration. It 
is clear that compliance with the 
crop control program to the ex. 
tent required to make it effective 
can be obtained only through sub- 
sidy payments for acres left idle 
or cultivated in other crops. With 
the Supreme Court's position on 
processing taxes still in doubt an 
abandonment of that means would 
necessitate procuring the funds 
from other sources. 

What those sources might be is 
the puzzle that will confront Con- 
gress as it learns that the propos- 



ed "ever-normal granary" Plan wUI 
cost at least $200,000,000 more 
than the soil conservation plan 
now in operation. Against the pos- 
sibility of new tax legislation 
stands the fact that all Congress- 
men stand for re-election next 
year, but a new Treasury raid to 
the extent of the funds now, 
thought needed to float the new*' 
farm plan would bring the budget 
un-balance up over a billion for 
the current year, if other tax 
sources remain stable. It appears 
to us that the ever-normal gran- 
ary plan, which if adopted would 
be set up as a permanent policy, 
could be side-tracked for the spe- 
cial session and even the regular 
session next year, in view of pres- 
ent budget and taxation difficul- 
ties. The subsidy payments con- 
templated for the different crops 
will strain the resources of the 
present farm adiministration suf- 
ficiently as it is. At any rate, It 
might prove a costly mistake to 
adopt Secretary Wallace's scheme 
(which may be a splendid one) 
without thorough consideration of 
all its implications, and judging 
by the scope of the five "musts"' 
outlined for consideration In the 
six-week's session beginning Nov. 
ember 15 it Is highly unlikely that 
such consideration wlD be possible. 
—Tidewater News

The Virginia Conservation Com- 
mission has announced plans to 
erect a historical marked on the 
courthouse green of every county 
courthouse in the state. Wilbur C. 
Hall, chairman of the commission, 
explained that the markers will 
give the date of erection of the 
building' and information about 
events connected with it. 

"A number of the county court- 
houses are of the Colonial period 
and are fine examples of early 
American architecture," Mr. Hall 
said. "Many travelers stop to view 
the courthouses, particularly such 
very historic ones as that of Hay- 
over County, and the commission 
desires to give them the informa- 
tion that is needed in a brief space 
and in such fashion that it cannot 
be overlooked.

DO you remember the wonder tales 
you read when a child, the for- 
bidding castles filled with ogres, the 
hugs jinn of the Arabian Nights, 
the trolls that lived under bridges 
and the fairies that haunted myste- 
rious woodlands? 

You can use your camera to re- 
create those childhood mtmoilos. 
Vsu can make giants walk through 
your pictures. You can hold yoiirf elf, 
or a tiny version of yourself, In the 
hollow of your own band. Vou can 
pose In Intimate conversation with 
(he Irish "wee people," the elves and 
fairies and the cobbling leprechaun. 

It's not hard. The method Is to 
use our old friend, the double ex- 
posure — two shots on the same film. 
All that Is necessary is accurate pos- 
ing and careful control of the light. 
A black background Is necessary or 
you can pose your subject before 
the door of a dark room. 

Note the picture above. Although 
it was made with a camera having a 
ground glass for focusing, which 
simplifies making such pictures, you 
can get the same effect with your 
own small camera. First, pose the 
subject fairly close to the camera, 
with his empty hand extended. Snap 
tha picture and mark the posiilpu 
of the hand on the glass view Under, 
very carefully, with a tiny dot of 
ink 

Now, without winding the film, 
move the camera back several feet, 
so the subject appears small in tha 
view finder. Let him stand, fat ,n:, 
Us former position, so that his 
appear right oa the ink dot la/tl 




tinder. Arrange the light so tbe feet 
are not too brightly Illuminated. 
This will help eliminate evidence of 
flight errors In the position of the 
subject Snap the shutter a second 
time and the final picture Is made 
When the picture is developed, 
preitol —there are the little man and 
the big one, facing each other on the 
same film. 

Vou will probably make mistakes 
In placement on your first tries, be- 
cause the view finder is small, but 
this is part of the fun of trying 
trick photography — and some of 
your errors may give a funnier pic- 
ture than the one you carefully 
planned. It is well to remember that 
only the figures In these shots can 
be lighted— If surrounding objects 
show up, they will spoil the picture. 

It your camera has an "open" di- 
rect view Under, without glass, it Is 
best not to try this sort of work. If, 
however, you have a camera with 
ground glass back, you can place 
figures wih greater accuracy. 

With this technique, you can make 
a fairy dance on the table In front 
of you — the fairy being your small 
daughter in her ballet dress. If you 
want to make the little figures trans* 
parent, shorten exposure a little.

Miss Leslie Combs Foster^execU- 
tive secretary of the Virginia Tu- 
berculosis Association has been in- 
vited to Wilmington, Del., Novem- 
ber 24 to take part in ceremonies 
marking the thirtieth anniversary 
of the sale of the first Christmas 
Seal by Miss Emily P. Bissell. Dr. 
Otto Wadsted, Danish minister to 
the United States, will be the chief 
speaker at the celebration. 

Miss Foster is a member of a 
National Committee which will 
take part in the anniversary ex- 
ercises. Governor Richard C. Mc- 
Mullen of Delaware is chairman of 
a State committee which will wel- 
come health officials from all parts 
of the country. 

To Unveil Plaque 

The center of activities will be 
the unveiling of a plaque to Miss 
Bissell, who, in 1907, originated the 
idea of selling Christmas Seals in 
this country as a means of finane- 
i ng work in the prevention and 
cure of tuberculosis. The plaque 
will be placed on the main building 
of the Brandywine Sanatorium, on 
which site a humble wood 
cared for tuberculosis children 
generation ago. 

When lack of funds threatened 
the existence of this small building, 
Miss Bissell went forth and sold 
$3,000 worth of Christmas Seals. 
From that beginning, the war 
against tuberculosis in the United 
States has expanded rapidly. 

Dr. Wadsted has taken a keen 
interest in Christmas Seals in this 
country because it was in his na- 
tive Denmark that a postal clerk 
conceived the idea of putting a 
"tax" on Christmas mail to obtain 
revenue for some philanthropic pur- 
pose. The first seal sale in Den- 
mark was launched in 1904, and 
today the movement is world-wide.

(Continued Prom Page One) 
explanatory, and in most instances 
it can be filled out bat the individ- 
ual without assistance! All post- 
office employees will fwideavor to 
answer inquiries concerning the 
census and the report card and 
will, upon request, give assistance 
in filling out the card or refer the 
person making the inquiry to the 
local postmaster. 

The confidential nature of the an- 
swers to questions on the Unem- 
ployment Report Card will be re- 
spected by the Administrator, and 
the names of the signers will not 
be published or made public in any 
manner. 

The President stated in his mes- 
sage to the workers: "If you give 
me the facts, I shall try to use 
them for the benefit of all who 
need and want work and do not 
now have it." Registration, how 
ever, it was pointed out, is in no 
sense registration for a job, for 
individual jobs will not be provided 
in this way. The Congress directed 
that the census be taken to provide 
information to aid in the formula 
tion of a program for re-employ 
ment, social security, and unem 
ployment relief for the people of 
the nation. 

Purpose of Census 

A statement from the Washing- 
ton headquarters of the census bu- 
reau is as follows: 

"Analysis of the information 
ought through the 14 cjuestions on 
the card shows that when the cen- 
sus has been completed Congress 
and the government will have data 
it has not had in the past in deal- 
ing with unemployment, as there 
has been no general census since 
1930. 

"Information will now be avail- 
able showing the age groups in 
which the employable, unemployed 
or partially unemployed are found. 
The answers obtained from the 
cards will show in what trades 
there is the most enforced idleness, 
and the parts of the country in 
which unemployment most prevails. 

"The authorities will have data 
to show which industries are lag 
ging in reemployment, and thus 
will know which industries would 
contribute the most new jobs by 
their revival. The cards will reveal 
what new industries are needed to 
augment available work in all parts 
of the country. 

"Therefore, the census will sup 
ply statistics of vital importance 
to every community, not only to 
the unemployed, but to" every ele- 
ment of the population."

;tric Ensilage Cutter 
Cuts Cost 23 Cents a Ton

IS modern farmer does not limit 
bio use of electricity to the fa- 
miliar and obvious applications but 
seeks to employ it wherever it will 
yield a profit— either directly or in 
time saved for other chores. Like 
every hired hand, electricity requires 
direction to make the most of its ser- 
and it is here mat the alert 
and progressiyrTafmer has the ad- 
vantage of his less N imaginative 
brother. 

Consider theORse of William 
who operates an electrified 112-a- 
dairy farm at Merton, Wisconsin. Hl 
feeds ensilage the year round as he 
has found that its use enables him to 
secure a high yield of milk at all sea- 
sons. Originally, he employed a cus- 
tom cutter to fill his 55-foot silo which 
has an approximate capacity of 250 
tons. There was a charge of $1.00 per 
foot for filling, to which was added 
the cost of fuel and board for the 
crew. In addition, to have a full crew 
of men and teams so that the machine 
could be operated 10 hours a day, it 
was necessary for Mr. Kuntz to ex- 
change help with his neighbors. It 
required 18 to 20 hours to fin the silo, 
and the services of six or seven 
teams and fourteen men. The total 
cost, depending on the condition of 



the corn, varied from 25 to 50 cents 
a ton. 

When neighboring farmers pur- 
chased tractors for field work, they 
also bought cutters and filled their 
own silos. This reduced the size of the 
regular crews and made it impossible 
to keep the large custom machine in 
continuous operation. Efforts were 
made to hire extra help but that 
wd impossible as nearly every 
able man had gone to the city fac- 
tories. So the custom cutter raised his 
price to $2.00 per hour, whether the 
machine was operating or idle-*cand 

;rs paid for fuel and board 
before. 

Kuntz was among those who 

afford to pay doubleibr flll- 
a 7%- 

horsepbwer portable electric motor 
and a 13-inph roller-bearing cutter 
at a total .cost of $050. Now, with the 
help of two men, he fills his silo in 
record time at a power cost as low 
as two cents a ton. Of course, this lew 
rate is attained only through good 
management of both equipment and 
crew. However, as under less favor- 
able conditions the cost of the old 
method also increased proportionate- 
ly, Mr. Kuntz's conclusion that he is 
saving 23 cents a ton regardless of 
conditions appears fully justified. 



Health Notes 



The Thermometer 



"Depending upon the season, the 
average person usually looks at a 
thermometer for one of four rea- 
sons. In winter, he is interested to 
discover how cold it is outside and 
how 'comfortable' the temperature 
indoors; and in summer he 
wishes to know how hot it is both 
inside and outside the home. In 
the warm months the information 
frequently is exasperating, but in 
winter it often harms. The lack or 
amount of possible damage that 
this little indicator indirectjy can 
cause in the cold season largely is 
dependent upon the individual's 
definition of 'comfortable' ", states 
Dr. I. C. Riggin, State Health Com 
missioner. 

"While, if properly used, a ther- 
mometer can render valuable as- 
sistance m winter time, too fre- 
quently it is employed to the own- 
er's positive physical detriment. 
Indeed, many a serious winter ill- 
ness and premature death can be 
traced to an injudicious use of the 
information that the thermometer 
reveals. 

"Soft Habits" Tendency 

"Living in the present upholster- 
ed age as we are, the average per- 
son has a definitp'tehdency toward 
soft habits, one of the most general 
of which is to step up the indoor 
heat in winter to a point which in 
summer literally would be decried. 
Indeed, it is by no means excep- 
tional to go into houses and find 
eighty degrees or more being reg- 
istered in the living room when it 
is thirty-five above aero outside. As 
a matter of fact, the ' householder 
likely will be quite unconcerned to 
discover how hot is the indoor tem- 
perature, so long as it is 'comfu.t 
able'. And, attention to the ther- 
mometer only is directed to it when 
it starts to slip beneath that level, 
then steps immediately are taken 
to create more heat, and incidental- 
ly maintain the unhealthy condition 
that so frequently results in colds, 
sore throats, pneumonia and some- 
times in death itself. 

"It cannot be emphasized too 
strongly that from a health stand- 
point, sixty-eight to seventy-two 
degrees is where the thermometer 
always should be during the months 
requiring artificial heat. Any de- 
cided variation from this range, 
either up or down especially in the 
upward grade, is likely to soften 
one unduly, and thus develop an 
unnecessary vulnerability to dan- 
gerous sickness. 

"Therefore, the wise person will 
put the winter thermometer to 
work for both health and comfort, 
not just for comfort only.

Cut In Power Rate 
Effective In 1938 



Reductions in light and power 
rates, in which residents of Vir- 
ginia Beach are expected to share, 
were ordered this week by the 
State Corporation Commission in a 
note sent to the Richmond offices 
of the Virginia Electric and Power 
Company. Effective on January 1 
of the new year, the reduced rates 
are expected to effect a saving of 
approximately $250,0(10 per year to 
the small consumers served by the 
company throughout Virginia. 

The new tariff rates given ap-

SUNSHINE AIDS 
LAYING FLOCK! 



Hatching Possibilities of Eggs 
Said Improved by Exposure 
to Winter Son 
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With the approach of winter, 
laying flocks need all the sunshine 
they can get, says H. L. Moore, 
poultry specialist of the Virginia 
Tech extension service. Of course, 
the flock must be protected from 
chill and extreme cold, but the 
practice of closing the hen house 
door before Christmas and not 
opening it until after Easter, as 
many poultrymen do, reduces the 
hatchability of the eggs laid in 
this period. 

Mr. Moore says the first recom- 
mendation for the improvement of 
hatchability it the greater use of 
free sunshine and green feed. It is 
estimated that poultrymen and 
hatcherymen of the United States 
take ai\ annual lorn of more than 
$14,000,000 from eggs that fail to 
hatch. 

Cod Liver Oil Valuable 1 

In, experiments where the breed- 
ing flock was allowed outdoors in 
the winter sunshine, the hatchabili- 
ty of their fertile eggs increased 14 
percent. This increase was shown 
despite the fact that the hens had 
previously received a diet contain- 
ing 2 percent cod liver oil. 

Where it is necessary to confine 
the flock because of extreme 
weather, cod liver oil is a necessity . 
in securing good hatching eg£8\__ ^ 

Poultrymen who cannot secure 
succulent green feed m the winter 
may use good grade alfalfa hay 
and milk products. No winter 
ration for confined breeding flocks 
should contain less than 5 percent 
of dried-milk products ojX* equiv- 
alent in semisolid orHiquid form, 
unless a meat meal is used and is 
known to contain enough of dried 
whole liver to make up at least 2 
percent of the total ration.

IN BERRYSURVEY 

Half of Nation's Crop Gtwwn 
in Fifty Leading Counties, 
Census Reports Show 



More than half of Ihe United 
States strawberry crop was pro- 
duced in fifty leading counties, ac- 
cording to information garnered 
in the last census. These counties, 
ranked according to acreage, were 
released yesterday by Director W. 
L. Austin, Bureau of the Census, 
Department of Commerce, with 
Princess Anne County ranked thir- 
ty-seventh in the tabulation. 

The new figures indicate that 
strawberries far outrank other ber- 
ries and are one of the most widely 
grown and popular of all fruits, 
because they are particularly 
adapted to home garden as well as 
to commercial production. 

Drought Hampers Crop 

Tangipahoa Parish, in Louisiana, 
led all counties in 1934 with 12,- 
454,686 quarts and 12,461 acres, 
White County, Arkansas, ranking 
second with 10,327,214 quarts and 
10,556 acres. Nine of the fifty 
leading counties were in Tennessee, 
5 in Arkansas, 4 each in Florida, 
Missouri and Oregon, 3 each in 
Louisiana, Maryland, North Caro- 
lina and Virginia, and 2 each in 
California, Kentucky and Michigan. 

The severe drought of 1934, the 
report asserts, probably affected 
the relative standing of the fore- 
most counties as well as contributed 
to the 15,833 acre decrease in the 
national crop in 1934 as compared 
with 1929. Some of the premier 
counties showed marked increases 
in acreage and in production. 

Virginia Counties Included 

Only three Virginia counties 
were included among the nation's 
foremost growers of strawberries, 
Accomac, in seventh place, Princess 
Anne and Northampton, fort*-nfth 
in the tabulation. Accomac, which 
was sixth in the amount of acre- 
age devoted to strawberries in 1929 
and third in the number of quarts, 
produced, in the year under con- 
sideration marketed 6,915,939 
quarts from a total of 3,671 acres. 

Princess Anne, decreasing its 
acreage in 1934 to L209 acres from 
a total of 1,234 in 1929, marketed 
1.852,245 quarts in the latter year. 
Northampton County grew 1,603,- 
908 quarts on 1,082 acres, accord- 
ing to the 1085 census report. 

Fresh strawberries are now in 
supply throughout the entire year.

-Virginia State* Chamber of Com- 
merce and, in lesser degree, the 
work of the State Commission on 
Conservation and Development, 
Virginia, though ranking far from 
the top in the expenditure of funds 
for promotion purposes, is admit- 
tedly one of the best and most ad- 
vertised states cf the Federal 
Union. ™ 

Although employed primarily to 
advance the interests of the sec- 
tion immediately surrounding their 
home community, these ladies and 
gentlemen have given outstanding 
proof of their desire to serve the 
entire state.

believe, that those charged with 
the campaign's .promotion so con- 
duct themselves that the present 
fear of syphilophobia — almost as 
bad as the disease itself — be mini- 
mized. We .are heartily in favor 
of any public health measure that 
will seek to stop the amazingly 
high annual increase in the spread 
of syphilis, but we do question the 
value of a publicity campaign .that 
threatens to rouse the public to a 
state of hysteria that most, cer- 
tainly is not justified however seri- 
ous may be the disease itself. 

A similar thought was expressed 
this week in a communication sign- 
ed by Dr. I. C. Riggin, State Health 
Commissioner. That expression, in 
part, was as follows: 

"The justifiable prominence that 
has been given syphilis unquestion- 
ably is focusing the public's at- 
tention on the facts and control 
methods associated with this de- 
vastating condition. Viewed as a 
medical problem and rationally ap- 
proached from that standpoint by 
physicians and public health offi- 
cials, there is reason to believe that 
eventually syphilis will be definite- 
ly lessened in its present and un- 
enviable killing and crippling 
power. But, in common with all 
other subjects that, because of their 
nature are attacked conceitedly 
and intensively, there always arises 
the probability that a small mi- 
nority of the population will be- 
come over-impressed and thus de- 
velop a mania on the subject. 

"For example, only the other day 
a young man anxiously inquired 
of his physician whether or not it 
was safe to eat m restaurants and 
patronize soda fountains. More- 
over, he was washing his hands and 
face upon the slightest provoca- 
tion, and apparently was suspkion- 
ing as a host to syphilis nearly 
everyone with whom he came in 
contact, fan short, he was the vic- 
tim of a syphilomania; and, in con- 
sequence, was relatively miserable. 

"Cf course, this case was an ex- 
ceptional one. But, there is no 
doubt that many persons have de- 
veloped an undue fear of contract- 
ing this diseases through their or- 
dinary daily contacts. This atti- 
tude in lesser degree (fiTnoae *the 
less a mania also. 

"It follows that while it is most 
desirable for everyone to under- 
stand the nature of this diseases, 
its methods of prevention and the 
means of. its cue, it is very foolish 
to become unduly concerned ovct 
the possibility of infection through 
the usual daily social contacts?'

close with the signing of the Armistice on the western front. The war 
that was "to end all wars" and "make the world safe for Democracy" 
ended, appropriately enough, at the eleventh hour, when many of the 
participating nations were facing bankruptcy and internal disaster be- 
cause of an almost to^al depletion of their resources. •„•'' 

As we recall the days immediately following the conclusion of the 
international slaughter, hope ran high for the actual attainment of the 
slogans for which many thousands of men went to their death. A new j from the defendant Francis H. 
day was about to dawn for mankind, with the spirit of peace spreading j Greene, and it appearing by affi- 
its wings protectively over all nations, whether friend or foe of the davit filed according to law that 
conquering legions. 

But hope and noblte sentiments were blasted from the picture in 
the introductory speech that opened the conference at Versailles. The 
masks of nobility and pious undertaking were stripped from the faces 
of those who still did lip service to a common cause and who tendered 
a wittering olive branch to the vanquished, the while they schemed and 
connived m secret to place their own nations in positions of power and 
dominance. For all practical purposes, this sorry end to a noble under- 
taking did no more than set the stage for another World War that, 
even as we write, is imminent.

Much as we may regret the advent of the Hitlers, Mussolinis and 
Stalins throughout the world, their march to power was occasioned by 
the hatreds, suspicions, knavery and absolute disregard for basic demo- 
cratic principles introduced into the conference at Versailles and those 
which followed by the "statesmen" charged with the development of 
world peace. These men are no more than products of the times, and 
history wffl accord them no higher place than that of being forced into 
a position of leadership of movements begun when the first signature 
was affixed to the first party. Had the statesmen been_willing to write 
a treaty that really made for peace, these movements would have died 
almost before they were born. Certainly the viciousness and despera- 
tion now apparent would have been checked before a high state of 
development waa reached. 

What concerns us most is 
the cessation of hostilities, both real and prospective, and the establish- 
ment of an international highway that leads to peace. Another World 
War may not destroy our civilization— on that score we disagree with 
the professional propagandists— but it will be at best a useless sacrifice 
of men and materials without any more tangible result than can be 
traced to the last worldwide disaster.

Within the week, the annual ap- 
peal of the American Red Cross 
for public support in financing its 
far-flung relief and educational 
program during the coming year 
will be brought to a close. The

We doubt seriously that any program of edicating for peace could 
be devised at this time that would be suitable for international use. 
True, it may be pointed out that war is a dirty business; that the glory 
of winch poeta sing and orators prate is a hollow phrase not to be 
found in the mud and confusion of a battlefield; that little actually is 
accomplished by fighting and the results of victory are uncertain; that 
the privilege of keeping company with the Unknown Soldier under, a 
massive marble shaft is of little value to the person most concerned, 
for not even his name is available for future historians. 

But all of these bright thoughts are of precious little importance 
in keeping any nation away from war. Wars are provoked and brought 
into being, not by the mass of a nation's citizens, but by the statesmen 
and the captains of those industries which stand to profit most from 
the slaughter: men whose closest approach to the battlefield is a well- 
upholstered office or an armoured motor car. The day is not yet near 
when men and women residing in lands in which the regular occurrence 
of war is a tradition will not forsa ke th eir academic thoughts on the 
subject of peace and rush to the imagine* 1 defense of their native state 
when called to such action by those in whom they place their trust. 

Here in the United States, where there is no such tradition, whera 
the desire for peace appears to be more than an academic discussion, 
there is a possibility of achieving the desired objective, so far as we as 
a nation .are concerned. Steps already have been taken to bring the ( 
manufacture and sale of arms and machinery of war under government 
control, thereby bottling up an aged excuse that because we are willing 
to trade with the belligerents we must take a definite side ift* order to 
protect our private investments. The lessons learned from the trans- 
actions and non-payments of so-called war loans by the government

We wish that we could talk per- 
sonally with every resident of 
Princess Anne County, recounting 
for him some few of the major ac- 
complishments of this great hu- 
manitarian organisation since the 
time of its origin.

Committees 
charged with every conceivable 
function of relief work have been 
organized under competent chair 
men to cope with Buch an emer- 
gency, should it arise, and there is 
comfort in the thought that this 
machine could— and would— be put 
into operation long before any 
other agency could reach the 
scene. To the local effort would be 
added the skilled services of the 
national organization, still the 
"Greatest Mother of Them All. 

Obviously, public support is 
needed to continue such effective 
ness, for the Red Cross has no 
other subsidy. Equally true is the 
forced conclusion that nothing can 
lessen that effectiveness except the 
failure of the individual man and 
woman to contribute to the annual 
Roll Call.

If necessary, in times of unusual Strife, we should recall all of our 
shipping from the seas. What our merchant princes lose in profits will 
be made up In security for the mass at home. We won't starve, we 
won't land in the international poorhouse and we won't lose many 
thousands of our youth— entitled to a life of peace and a chance to 
work out their own destinies on their native soil— in an aimless squabble 
between two hate-filled nations. 

Assuming this pacifists attitude abroad, it is well to maintain an 
adequate defense at home, adequate to repel any prospective invader. 
With such a setup, as we see it, capable of defending our own country 
and not interested in the wars of others, we would be providing an 
object lesson in true peace principles that must eventually be accepted 
even by those nations that now seem bent on racial suicide.

Today, naturally enough, our sympathies are with the Chinese. 
Yet, to Involve ourselves in that dispute would pull about our ears 
another World War and relegate to a distant future our present hopes 
for peaceful action, at least on our own soil and where our own govern- 
ment is concerned. If it is argued that to remain aloof while helpless 
people are massacred without reason is outside the pale of humani- 
tarianism, let us reply that to Involve ourselves must necessarily mean 
the slaughter of many of our own nationals without any reason at all 
except the tenuouB one that we are the defenders of Democracy. By 
whom were we given this duty, and who will protect us in our attempt 
to uphold it? 

Educating our citiiens and those controlling our government In the 
ways of peace is our task. This is no more isolationist doctrine, for we 
are ready at all times to cooperate with all nations peaceably inclined. 
We withdraw such cooperation only when war stalks through the land, 
and then we withdraw It from all parties concerned. Strenuous meas- 
ures, perhaps, but possibly the only way left open to us to bring the 
•opposing nations to their senses. 

So, we salute the National Education Association and its suggestion 
that we educate for peace. But let us restrict our educating to our own 
land, impressing upon our own people the horror and futility of war 
and stripping from their minds the false glamor and glory that previ- 
ously have been aesociated'With it. Having developed a very real desire 
for peace at home, it may be possible that portions of that lesson may 
seep across the oceans to other masses of nationals, who, in turn, may 
exert a similar influence upon their governments. 

When education in this land debunks war's so-called virtues, it will 
have made a significant step toward peace. When it brings to our 
citiiens a realisation of how little actually is accomplished by mate 
killing, then fewer of our youngest and beat will be sent to keep the 
Unknown Soldier company In his last retreat. When this nation has 
become peace-minded and its actions are motivated by a genuine desire \

SALES METHODS 
ARE EXPLAINED 

Many Cooperatives Organized 
by Farmers to Aid in 
Selling Forest Trees 

Selling forest trees advantage- 
ously is as important as growing 
them, says Wilbur OTByrne, Vir- 
ginia agricultural extension divi- 
sion forester, who means that see- 
ing on a lump-sum bassis likely to 
prove costly to the farmer or land- 
owner. 

The number of cords of wood 
cut and piled ready for truck 
hauling, or the number of cords of 
standing timber or stumpage pro- 
ride the bent basis for making a 
sale, in the event standing tim- 
ber is sold, a timber contract may 
be drawn up and signed by both 
parties in the presence of atjeast 
two witnesses.

In a number of communities, co- 
operatives organized by farmers 
are helping to market wood. One 
state extension forester report* 
that farmers in two^sarishes were 
able to dispose ojfthehr pme thin- 
nings by makmg'a contract with a 
•nhvwood company at a specified 
price per cord on the cord. The 
farmers receive $90,000 for their 
vooland thinnings, and of this 
amount they pay out $28,000 to lo- 
cal labor which helped to support 
families that otherwise would be 
on relief during the winter. 

Timber owners also will find it 
most satisfactory to make their 
own selection of trees to be cut, 
says Mr. CByrne. This is a prac- 
tice which the U. S. Forest Service 
has recommended for years. An 
axe blaze can be used in marking 
selected trees. (Trees not to be 
cut can be marked with a daub of 
white paint). Trees which will be 
damaged in the cutting operations 
should be cut. 

If properly handled, the Forest 
Service says, the woodlands can 
produce steady returns, but they 
can do so only if a stand of grow- 
ing timber is left at each cutting.

fight against accidents on the 
farms. Agriculture leads all other 
occupations in the number of ac- 
cidents in connection with occupa- 
tions, and it is the aim of the cam- 
paign to reduce this record of 
death and injury to a minimum. 

Funds secured through the medi- 
um of the roll call make possible 
this accident-prevention campaign, 
together with the other features of 
life-saving and disaster relief work 
carried on by the local, state and 
national Red Cross organizations. 



The recent ^huelosure that New 
York was the site of the first 
American brewery, established in 
1623, has stimulated further re- 
search on the subject and developed 
the fact that this is the 350th an- 
brewing of beer by while settlers 
niveraary of the first recorded 
on thio soil. "American Beer and 
Ale— a Handbook of Facts and 
Figures," just published, reveals 
that beer was brewed in 1687 by 
members of Sir Walter Raleigh's 
lost colony of Virginia twenty 
years before the founding of 
Jamestown. 

Evidence of this fact has been 
uncovered in a letter written by 
Thomas Heriot, one of the band of 
adventurers, to Richard Hakluyt in 
England, which describes the corn, 
or pagatowr, found in Virginia by 
the ill-fated group: 

Corn Used In Brew 

"We made of the same in the 

country some Mault, whereof 

was brewed as good Ale as 

was to be desired. So likewise 

by the helpe of Hops, thereof 

may be made as good Be'ere." 

The historically famous "lost 

colony of Virginia" has been the 

subject of debate and speculation 

for more than three hundred years. 

After July, 1586, when Sir Richard 



Greenville sailed from Roanoke for 
England, leaving fifteen ^Snen on 
the island "to hold possession of 
the country," none* of the men left 
in Virginia was ever seen again by 
Englishmen. 

The actual fate of the Virginia 
colonists is a matter which his- 
torians have never satisfactorily 
explained. After several of Ra- 
leigh's searching expeditions re- 
turned to England with no tidings 
of the lost colony, the general con-

viction was that they had perished 
from starvation or savage cruelty. 
Another theory is that the Croatan 
Indians, who inhabit several coun- 
ties in North Carolina, are the de- 
scendants of the original English 
colony of Virginia. 

One fact that seems to have been 
established from the Heriot letter, 
however, is that the "lost colonists" 
were the first white settlers to 
brew the beverage of moderation 
and sobriety on this continent.

The plea for assistance was made 
by Mrs. R. 6. Barr, of Virginia 
Beach, Floyd Kellam, of Princess 
Anne, and Rufns Parks, ot Kemps- 
ville. Reviewing the history at the 
project, the speakers expressed the 
belief that a substantial contribu- 
tion from the county would insure 
an early opening of the hospital. 

Opening Imminent * 

Later, it was learned that the 
hospital board would take over the 
property from the contractor this 
week, with the hope of opening the 
hospital early in December now a 
possibility. The $500 contributed 
by the Board of Supervisors, it wss 
learned further, was matched by 
the supervisors of Isle of Wight 
County at their regular meeting. 

The board also approved a re- 
quest made by the King's Daugh- 
ters lor a contribution of $260. A 
similar amount has been appropri- 
ated for several years by the coun- 
ty to carry on the relief hospital- 
isation in Princess Anne by this 
organisation.

Dr*. W. B. Marti nand H. O. 
Parker of the Norfolk Hospital As- 
sociation appeared to present a re- 
port on the amount of money re- 
ceived and spent in hospitalising 
indigent patients from the county. 

rate for these patients, as 
agreed upon last year, was set at 
$1 .60 per patient day, with a max- 
imum annual amount of $1,800. 

However, the doctors pointed out, 
during 1986 the county received 
2,371 patient days of hospital care, 
which was an increase of 960 days 
over the previous year. To offset 
this condition, the association urged 
a further contribution on the part 
of the county. The board countered 
with an order for an investigation 
by the director of public welfare, 
the results of which will be studied 
at the December meeting.

With county school closed for the

Miss Louise Luxford, 
elementary supervieor in Princess 
Anne County, was in attendance at 
the opening meeting, and she will 
remain in Richmond for the oalance 
of the sessions. 

General Session Toniffht 

Superintendents of county and 
city school systems gathered in 
Richmond yesterday for their an- 
nual two-day discussion of prob- 
lems confronting their offices. Mr. 
Cox is representing the local sys- 
tem at this conference, and he, too, 
will remain in Richmond for the 
balance of the week. 

The general session for all mem- 
bers of the state teaching units 
will get underway tonight, continu- 
ing through Saturday morning. 
Delegates elected by the county 
education association to represent 
this area include F. B. Williams, 
president of the group; Miss Eliza- 
beth Scott, of Oceana, representing 
the high schools, and Miss Cath- 
erine Manry, of Creeds, represent- 
ing the elementary teachers. These 
teachers will be present at tonights 
opening session, and it is expected 
that they will be Joined in Rich- 
mond by most of the principals of 
the county's schools. 

Noted Speakers 
Recent emphasis placed upon the 
need for a more comprehensive 
school program and the need for a 
minimum salary for all tea c h e rs 
now working in state schools is 
expected to focus con s ide r ab le at- 
tention upon the deliberations in 
Richmond this week. Participating 
in the program will be officials of 
the State Department of Education 



Mass Meeting of County 
Farmers Called at Court 
House for Tuesday Night 

The background of past farm 
programs sponsored by the Federa 
government and the need for con- 
tinuing a program of control dur- 
ing the coming year will be the 
general topic for discussion at a 
mass meeting of local farmers to 
be held at the Court House School 
next Tuesday night. The meeting 
will be called to order at 7:30 
o'clock by H. W. Oriin, county agri- 
cultural agent, who will serve as 
chairman. 

During the week following the 
countywide session, community 
meetings will be held in county 
school buildings on December 7 
and 8. At the local sessions, the 
program proposed for adoption will 
be discussed in detail, and growers 
will be urged to support its prac- 
tices during the, active farming 
season of 1938. 

Potato Goal Sought 

Although there has been a va- 
riety of discussion in Washington 
and elsewhere regarding a limita- 
tion of control plans over what has 
been practiced during the past sev- 
eral year!, there is considerable 
optimism in farm circles that na- 
tional goals, or quotas, will be es- 
tablished for potato and truck crops 
in the 1938 program"as well as leg- 
islation for the maintenance of 
parity prices in these fields. Chief 
local interest centers about these 
two proposed goals. 

Whatever may be the final out- 
come of this aspect of the new 
program, it is generally regarded 
as certain that the more favorable 
features of the soil conservation 
practice* will be continued, This 
year, according to Mr. Oslin, some

s tax imposed upon the water and 
sewage department. 

Sale of the bonds, of course, de- 
pends for final action upon the vote 
of Virginia Beach cititens in the 
special election celled for December 
6. On that date, the electorate will 
be asked to register its opinion on 
ths -proposal to issue the bonds re- 
quired to finance the Town's share 
of construction costs on the new 
sewage disposal plant in the 
amount of $92,000. Such bonds will 
carry an interest rate of four and 
one-half per cent, and will be re- 
paid by a special tax imposed upon 
all residences utilising the local 
sewage facilities. 

Pleas Are Ready 

Last December this same pro- 
posal, with minor changes, was 
overwhelmingly approved In an- 
other special election. The further 
action is necessary, the Council ex- 
plained, because qf certain changes 
in the issue demanded by the com- 
panies interested in the purchase 
of the bonds. 

Russell McCoy, Town Engineers, 
informed the Council that the plana 
and specifications for the new plant 
have been received in their final 
state from Wiley and Wilson, the 
construction engineers engaged to 
furnish such plans and to supervise 
the actual building of the plant. 
Final approval, it is understood, 
has been given the plans by the 
engineering department of the 
PWA. 

N'othing further, as a conse- 
quence, will delay the beginning of 
construction once the bond 
is approved. Federal funds to 
care of 45 per cent of the project's 
cost have been earmarked for da- 
livery to local officials so soon as 
that action is taken and news of

THE BAN ON TOURIST CAMPS 



The recent action of the Board of 
Zoning Appeals denying a permit 
for the construction of additional 
tourist camp units on Atlantic Ave- 
nue was, we believe, a step entirely 
consistent with the spirit of the 
zoning regulations approved last 
spring by the Town Council. It 
may well be that additional tourist 
camps will spring up in Virginia 
Beach m future years, but they will 
not be permitted to compete with 
legitimate hotel enterprises in the 
central town if that action is ac- 
cepted as a precedent for future 
building permits. 

Denning a hotel as "any struc- 
' tore of two or more floors engaged 
in catering to a transient P°P u,a - 
tion and having 

usual public rooms and dispensing 
the usual hotel services," a tourist 
camp was held to be "any cottage 
or series of cottages or apartments 
of less than two stories designed 
for the use of the transient public." 
The former will be permitted— and 
welcomed— in those sections of the 
town zoned a", other than exclusive- 
ly residential; the latter will be 
denied if construction is contem- 
plated in an area properly classifi 
able as hotel territory. 

Although the definitions of a 
hotel and tourist camp might pos- 
sibly be improved upon, they are 
sufficiently clear to establish a 
basic policy for future guidance. As 
we have poin'ed out many times, 
our objection to tourist camps is 
not an objection to the camps per 
se, but to their presence in. terri- 
tory developed by bona fide hotels. 
Because they cab be operated ever 
to much more cheaply than even a 
modest hotel, their low rates pre- 
sent an embarrassing problem to 
the hotel operator, and, whatever 
may be the argument to the con- 
»ry, they do tend to cheapen the 
locality in which they are fo¥ nd - 
\It is argued, and properly so, 
that the tourist camp offers a pos- 
sibility for a vacation/to the man 
who cannot afford the higher rates 
of an established hotel. As such, 
they have a certain value, and the 
community which allows a certain 
number of such accommodations 
within its corporate limits, pro- 
vided that the building and sanita- 
tion laws are complied with, is fol- 
lowing a justified course. Hut to 
permit their construction at the 
whim <>f the developer and without 
regard t» the rights of established 
hotels, that is anoi 



Although there has been no ex- 
pressed opposition to the proposed 
bond issue needed to defray the 
Town's share of the cost of de- 
veloping the desired and needed 
sewage disposal plant, registered 
voters of the community should not 
overlook the opportunity to cast 
their ballots in its favor at the 
special election called for Decem- 
ber 6. Approval of this issue will 
remove the last stumbling block in 
the way of the project's actual be- 
ginning and insure its completion 
before the opening of another sum- 
mer season. 

So much has been said about the 
need for the improvement and the 
reasons for popular acceptance of 
the project that we hesitate to say 
more at this tjmef In urging a 
heavy vote ill its favor, we are 
mindful thai other equally mere- 
torious measures have failed be- 
cause their supporters, certain of 
„pproval, have stayed away from 
the polls, only to wake up on the 
following morning to learn that an 
organized, though silent opposition 
had stolen a march on them by 
mustering enough votes to reject 
the proposal. 

In spite of a complete lack of re- 
ports attesting to such a condition 
locally, we still urge a large vote. 
Three years of effort are about to 
culminate in succesi and very per 
son interested-iff such an outcome 
should share\ in it by registering 
his approval of the bond issue that 
will make realisation possible.

Catholic lawyers of New York City 
last week, Monsignor Joseph H. 
McMahon said things concerning 
lawyers that laymen have been 
thinking and that many lawyers 
themselves recognise as essentially 
true.

* 'the rights of property above 
that of the rights of men and, 
secondly, that the ingenious 
Use of existing laws made by 
lawyers in the interest of the 
colossal business that threat- 
ens to engulf us have built up 
these legal forms against 
which a bewildered society is 
now struggling. 

The leading lawyers of the bar 
of every city are members whose 
practice is confined chiefly or whol- 
ly to representing corporations in 
court. They are retained to defend 
the corporation against all comers. 
They develop a habit of thought 
which inevitably prevents recogni- 
tion of the other side which gen- 
erally is the side involving human 
rights. Property rights are sacred 
just as human rights are sacred.

In "The Garden of Adonis", 
Caroline Gordon has struck a- more 
significant note than in any of her 
previous novels of the South. 
"Penhally", her first novel, dealt 
with scenery and material some- 
what similar to that which she uses 
in the present novel, but her .earlier 
style was highly colored with that 
sentimentalism which makes a 
great many Southern novels cloy. 
In "Aleck Maury: Sportsman", she 
struck off one of the most impres- 
sive characterizations that we have 
encountered, a portrait of that 
hunter and fisherman who resides 
in many a man's innerjlnost soul, 
subjugated by responsibility or 
conflicting interests, but here, in 
Aleck Maury, freed of tony impedi- 
menta whatever, so thlt his whole 
life long he /follows ividly after 
his heart's desire. Her\ next book, 
"None Shall Look Back", was a 
disappointment in thaOt-reverted 
to a romantic treatment of a sub- 
ject that had bejm treated far too 
many times before, the South in 
the Civil War. It is refreshing, 
therefore, to find that Miss Gordon 
is again writing of a facet of 
Southern life of which she has first- 
hand knowledge, and' writing with 
that artistic restraint which is the 
prime essential of first-rate prose. 
Miss Gordon, one feels instinctive- 
ly, has here attained a higher level 
of maturity in her chosen medium. 
She is approaching a point of view, 
which, though not exactly Olym- 
pian, has the necessary aloofness 
and stature to gain the proper per- 
spective in regard to her material. 
The subject matter of "The Gar- 
den of Adonis" is not particularly 
impressive. The story deals with 
the relations of four different 
groups of characters to one an- 
other. These groups are represent- 
ative of the Southern planter, the 
poor white, the white trash, and of 
the Northern manufacturer who 
has moved to the South in order 
to profit by exploiting Southern 
materials and working conditions.

differences of opinion and tradi 
tion; and the result is unfortunate, 
culminating in various misfortunes, 
such as divorce, liaisons, and. in 
one instance, murder. In brief, hese 
is the subject matter of which 
Erskine Caldwell is fond, but it is 
treated with an entire difference of 
attitude. Miss Gordon is interested 
in portraying with precision a cer- 
tain cross-section of Southern life; 
whereas, Caldwell merely exploits 
certain colorful aspects of non- 
representative groups in the South. 

The principal contribution of 
"The Garden of Adonis" lies in its 
attitude toward life and morals. 
However outwardly dissimilar the 
social ideals of the new and old 
South may be, it must not be for- 
gotten that the new has its roots 
in the old. In her treatment of deli- 
cate situations, Miss Gordon indi- 
cates a sophistication which is 
genuine rather than posed, a calm 
acceptance of the fact that life is 
as it is rather than as jt is sup- 
psoed to be. In her treatment of 
the relations between her men and 
women characters she has attained 
a naturalness which is admirable. 

There are two defects which are 
noticeable in "The Garden of 
Adonis". The first and most no- 
ticeable is the title, whose vague 
i allusion to classical mythology is 
extremely out of place in this 
otherwise extremely natural and 
earthy book. The second is the ab- 
ruptly stark ending which sees Ote 
Mortimer crush the skull of his 
employer, Allard, with a single- 
tree. The murder is unnecessary 
for the purposes of the book, and 
its violence clashes with the quiet 
tone which is maintained through- 
out the narrative.

Members ot General Assembly 
WII Receive Copy of Plan 
During Week 



Every member of the General 
Assembly of Virginia will shortly 
receive a copy of the proposed bill 
designed to regulate rural roadside 
sign-boards, according to a state- 
ment made yesterday by the legis- 
lative committee of the Associated 
Clubs of Virginia for Roadside De- 
velopment, an organisation of 40,- 
000 members, which is sponsoring 
the movement. 

Many of the candidates in the 
August primary were questioned 
regarding their attitude toward 
bill-board restrictions. Of 89 re- 
plies received, 62 were favorable, 
the files at the Associated Clubs 
headquarters show. Since this sur- 
vey, however, a number of addi- 
tional endorsements have been re- 
ceived. 

Modeled on State Laws 

The proposed legislation is said 
to be in line with laws now operat- 
ing in other states. Virginia's high- 
ways are in many sections so lined 
with bill-boards that much of the 
most beautiful scenery is obscured. 
A count of the signs along Vir- 
ginia's 6,000 miles of primary roads 
recently tabulated by the Garden 
Club of Virginia shows a total of 
approximately 34,000. 

Not only are such boards charac- 
Urized as esthetically objectionable, 
but when they are located at curves 
and intersections it is charged that 
they constitute a serious menace to 
safe driving. The bill to be pre- 
sented at the next session of the 
General Assembly is intended to 
correct these conditions, and each 
member of the legislature will be 
asked to say how he stands on the 
matter.
